Treaty 

Pictures World Aflame With 
War If Pact Thrown 
Aside 


Coeur d’Alene. Idaho. Sept. It.—A 
world again aflame with war unless 
the peace treaty Is accepted was pic¬ 
tured by President Wilson In an ad¬ 
dress here to-day. 

The United States 1* face to face, 
he declared, with a decision as to 
whether she will "prove to the world 
that she meant what she said in 
promising to aid in a peace concert.” 

While he could understand why 
men In the United States might dif¬ 
fer as to details of the treaty. Mr. 
Wilson was "amazed" that some men 
wanted to reject It altogether. It 
was the United States that saved 
the world, he declared, and now It 
was proposed in some quarters to 
"desert the world." 

The forthcoming treaty with Aus¬ 
tria. said the President, would be 
drawn "along exactly the same lines" 
as that with Germany and would be 
another step In the effort to prevent 
another attempt at conquest.. He 
asserted that the fleld for future con¬ 
quest lay directly to the east of Ger¬ 
many and that Germany already was 
negotiating with the Bolshevist Gov¬ 
ernment of Russia In the hope of find¬ 
ing soil tfyere for Industrial and pehl- 
ical Intrigue. 


Treaty of Peace

Horton. Bept. 1»—With the threat 
of a sympathetic general strike held 
off by the action of the Central Labor 
Union last night In ordering all local 
unions to act on the proposal at once, 
thus giving a fuller expression of! 
opinion, the situation resulting from 
the strike of the policemen of Boston 
assumed's calmer aspect to-day. The 
reduction during last night of the 
disturbances which had marked the 
first two nights of the strike was a 
reassuring feature. Soldiers «»f the 
State Guard continued In charge of 
the streets, aided by the force of vol¬ 
unteer policemen and such members 
of tho regular force as had refused 
to d a —r t their p ools. Little difficulty 
was experienced In breaking up the 
crowds, except In on* or two sec¬ 
tions. 

Governor Coolldge, who waa In 
charge of the police situation tp-dgy 
as commander-in-chief of the nrmed 
forces of the atnte. had received as¬ 
surances from both the War and 
Navy Departments that any call 
which he might make upon the Pres¬ 
ident for federal assistance wold he 
unawered promptly. Military leaders 
estimated that 1X.000 regulars could 
reach the city within twelve hour*- 
Seven Killed. 

The death list as a direct result of 
the strike, now In its third day. stood 
to-day at aeven. Several of the 
fatalities were due to firing by 
Guardsmen Into mobs found break¬ 
ing windows and looting store* 
while two resulted from effort* of 
soldiers to break up dice games 
which during the first two daya were 
played openly in the streets and on 
Boston Common. Another of the 
dead, was, a. striking policeman shot 
down by a storekeeper who feared his 
place of business was about to be 
sacked. 

Several of the scheduled union 
meetings are expected to be held to¬ 
day dr.to-morrow. The firemen will 
vote to-night and the telephone oper¬ 
ators have announced a meeting at 
the same lime to consider "matters 
of Importance." The outcome of the 
voting Is to be reported to a special 
committee of the central body.

Toklo, Sept. 12 — (Associated 
Press)—Since the attempt to assas¬ 
sinate Baron Salto, Governor of 
Korea, at Seoul on September 2, 
every part of that city has been oc¬ 
cupied by Japanese troop*, nnd the 
place Is virtually In a atate of siege.

It is considered that the medical 
and nursing service is one which will 
make the greatest appeal to the coun¬ 
try an .a wfioje, and the scheme will 
be worked out with tfi* co-operation 
of the various existing agencies, such 
us the Canadian National Association 
of Trained Nurses and the Victorian 
Order, and will Include enrolment of 
available workers, both trained and 
volunteer, for emergency and con¬ 
tinuous service, . Special facilities 
will be provided for courses for 
nurses.

By amending its by-laws, the Cen¬ 
tral Council has made a uniform fee 
of $1 for active membership in the 
Canadian Society, and for Junior

League Constitution Written

Senator Knox wanted to know If 
there waa not a feeling of dissatis¬ 
faction at Paris at the way In which 
the American delegation’s work‘was 
handled.

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THE HOPE OF THE WORLD. 

Secretary Daniels pointed out in his address 
before tbo Canadian Club yesterday evening that 
t if the peace treaty had contained no express pro- 
i vision for the protection of posterity against 
] inch a calamity na that through which the pre- 
1 sent generation had passed in the last five years, 
all the sacrifices that had been made by the Allies 
would have been in vain, 

Thia is vitally true. There can be no material 
i fruits of victory worth a--fraction of the price 
! that has been paid to achieve the downfall of 
■ Prussian militarism. All the billions that have 
been spent, all the territories that have been 
i detached from their former allegiance and asso¬ 
ciations, could not restore the humblest life lost 
i on the battlefield. The only adequate compensa 
i tion for these sacrifices must be some great ^ood 
I for humanity, the making of a better world for 
i the generations that'are to come, whatever they 
j might mean for the present generation. 

If the treaty contained no such Assurance il 
would be as vain and futile as Ihe convention 
which arose from the Congress of Vienna, and the 
world would have inherited from the Conference 
. of Paris as ghastly a legacy as it inherited from 
the gathering which dealt with the issues involved 
in the wars of Napoleon. ‘ 

The covenant of the League of Nations em¬ 
bodies the best insurance for civibration against 
a world war that has yet been written into a 
treaty of peace in the annals of human history. 
It is not alMhat its advocates desired it to be. It 
had to meet objections based upon numerous con- 
i Dieting interests and points of view. But it pro¬ 
vides a common meeting-ground for the settle- 
, went of international disputes, and the institution 
I it sets up will exercise a moral influence of tre 
mendous power. By Belaying hostile actum it 
will be able to arrest the transformation of na- 
. tions and peoples from the mentality of peace to 
the mentality of war. 

This atone is an advantage of incalculable 
value. If, for example, the negotiations between 
, Russia and Austria had been prolonged for a few 
days the great war might have been averted. The 
, best proof of this lies in the fact that Germany. 

fearing in the renewal of exchanges between the 
, Austrian and Russian capitals a peaceful settle- 
’ ment of the difficulties between the two, and also 
a subsidence of the war delirium of the German 
people, precipitated the conflict by her declar¬ 
ation against Russia. 

The German Government knew that once the 
war fever was arrested the prospects of a peaceful 
outcome of ioternational disputes would become 
1 greatly improved. If the League of If a tions'did 
- nothing more than to delay and postpone armed 
action it would be entitled to the Whole-hearted 
support of every civilized country, and there is no 
doubt that it has the approval of an over¬ 
whelming majority of the people of the leading 
nations of the earth. 

ARTHUR HENDERSON S VICTORY. 

Conservatives, Coalitionist !'onservalives and 
Coalitionist-Liberals failed to elect their candi¬ 
date for the Widnes Division of Lancashire. Ar 
thur Henderson, the secretary of tlfe Labor Party 
of Great Britain, and an ardent advocate of con 
stitutional procedure as a means towards indus¬ 
trial reform, polled 11,104 voles and his opponent. 
F. H. Wsher, the coalitionist candidate, 10,417. 
This is the seventh by-election since Mr. Lloyd 
George's appeal to the country in December 
and six put of the seven contests have gone 
against the Government. Polling took place in 
* the Pontefract division on Tuesday of this week, 
and before the month is out the ninth by-election 
will be fought in the Rnsholme division of Man¬ 
chester, with, a straight Liberal aoti-Coalitionist 
and a Conservative-Coalitionist as the two con 
testauts. 

Mr. lleuderson’s return to the British House 
of Commons appeared to be inevitable from the 
moment he decided to contest Widnes. Despite 
a smouldering opposition from some of the more 
extreme elements of Labor, because of his flat 
footed opposition to the policy of "direct action,”, 
he was assured of the workingman’a vote'. 
Whatever views Mr. Henderson may have eon 
.eeived for the future of the party lie represents, 
he is four-fifths-a Liberal at heart. On that ac 
- count there was no disposition on the part of 
Widnes Liberals to enter a third candidate and 
“*VtHOitty present the seat to the C oa lit ion, whose 
usefulness to the country. Liberals of the Asquith 
wing consider, has spent itself long ago. Labor 
and Liberal auti-Coalitionists, therefore, must 
have voted solidly for the former member of 
the first War Cabinet. 

At the general election last December Mr. 
Henderson was defeated. Ho faced at that time 
a somowhat formidable string of allegations chal¬ 
lenging his enthusiasm for a vigorous prosecution 
of tnewsr during the period in which he was an 
official factor. Coalitionists at Widnes revived 
the cry of “pacifist." It did not succeed. The 


Labor Secretary’s return to the British House 
of Commons is sn indication of the times. It will 
encourage the workingmen of Great Britain who 
favor sane methods to bring abont tfieir rimcep- 
tion of industrial reform. The Smillie wiug will 
experience no particular juhilutiou. 

In the Widnes result Mr. Lloyd George doubt 
less will see the necessity of deciding what his 
future political role is going to be. Mr. Hender¬ 
son’S return also may hasten Mr. Asquith’s prom¬ 
ised announcement of re-entry into active 
political life. But if there is to be a Liberal- 
Labor rapprochement the present Prime Minister 
would appear to have n good deal more to undo 
than his predecessor hefore he could be consid¬ 
ered eligible for leadership. Preseul-day British 
Labor and British Liberalism never will join 
forces under a leader who remains unconverted 
to the broad policy of nationalizing the vital in¬ 
dustries .of the country, whatever may be the 
merits or demerits of such a policy. 

We doubt very much whether Mr. Asqnith 
or Mr. Lloyd George will be able to qualify under 
sueh conditions, and therein lies the chance of a 
Labor landslide? at the inevitably early general 
election. Britain may yet sec a Labor Leader 
called upon to form a Government. 

THE PRESIDENT 8 TOUR. 

President Wilson will reach Seattle to-morrow 
on a nation-wide tour the significance of which 
might not be fully realized on this side of the in¬ 
ternational boundary line. He is engaged in a 
campaign which has no parallel in ihe history 
of his country, a veritable political war with his 
opponents in the United States Senate, with 
American ratification of the Treaty of Versailles 
and participation in the League of Nations as the 
stake. His purpose is to enlighten the common 
people of the country on the advantages of the 
treaty and particularly of the covenant of the 
League, and thus to inspire them to exercise such 
pressure on the Senators that they will not dare 
to adopt the report of the Foreign Relations Com¬ 
mittee which has just been submitted to the 
Senate. 

That report was a political document full of 
specious reasoning. Its declaration that the other 
powers were bound to accept the amendments in 
eluded in it because without the adherence of the 
United States the treaty and the League of Na¬ 
tions would be useless, was clearly designed to 
allay the fear in the public mind that the action 
of the Republican Senators might imperil the 
whole cause for which the Allies had fought. That 
declaration, of course, was entirely misleading, 
and nobody knows this better than Senator 
Lodge or Senator .Knox. Both know that the 
treaty needs the ratification of but three of the 
powers and this is assured. It will stand as far 
as the ratifying powers are concerned no matter 
what the United States Senate may do. 

The Republican Senators know wril en ough , too, 
that under no circumstances would some ofthe 
amendments submitted by the Committee 
be accepted by the other powers. The 
provision regarding Shantung is a eaae in 
point. To. adopt it Great Britain, France and 
Italy would have to repudiate their covenants 
with Japan, and this they will not do. 

Those Senators who are trying to use the 
treaty as apolitical weapon against the Wilson 
Administration may find that they have made a 
grievous mistake. The majority of the common 
people of the United States approve of the League 
of Nations, for the same reason that the majority 
of the common people elsewhere approve of it, 
and we shall be very much mistaken if they do 
not show the recalcitrants the error of their ways. 
The opponents of the treaty may yet most fer 
vently regret that they took such steps as to make 
the presidential tour necessary, for if the Presi¬ 
dent should win out the Republican party will 
De VEry badly- damaged. “ . 

INDUSTRY’S BEST BAROMETER. 

For the first eight months of the present year 
385 new epneerns were registered in the Province 
of British Columbia. In the whole twelve months 
of 1918 the complete total of incorporations 
reached 347. It will be seen, therefore, that for 
twn-thirda of this year the number of new com 
panics exceeded The complete total last year by 
thirty-eight. It should be noted, also, that.for the 
month of August no less than sixty-one concerns 
came intovbcing, a record for the holiday month 
In the boom year of 1912 the number of registra 
tions for August did not exceed forty-nine. These 
figures form a striking commentary upon British 
Columbia's commercial revival. They show to 
the outside world an unbounded confidence in 
the future of this Province. No better advertise¬ 
ment is needed for the investor further afield who 
is looking to western development for an induce¬ 
ment for his capital.

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Families is Parliament 

Chips of Old Bleckc. 


Tho present Parliament. like oome 
of it* distinguished predecessors. Is 
not without Its family ties. Fromi 
the time of the elder and the younger 
PUt, down through the glowing days 
of Gladstone, sitting in the last Par* 
Lament, onward to the present House 
or Commons with the Geddea brothers 
holding great ofllces. and Captain 
Terrell sitting near by his father. Mr. 
George Terrell, there liave be*** hi 
good many Instances of family rela* 
lions In Parliament. 

Few have been more distinguished. | 
of course, than the Chamberlain fam* I 
Uy, says Charles King In The New 
Illustrated. First. Joseph Chamber- 
lain, once a mighty figure dominat¬ 
ing the House of Commons; then his 
son Austen, suffering from being the 
son of a great father, but more than 
making good as a statesman in his 
own personality, and becoming a must 
striking Chancellor of the Exchequer. 
And now for the first time we have 
Mr. Neville Chamberlain, son of Jo¬ 
seph and brother of Austen, sitting 
in the present Parliament, after hav¬ 
ing been Lord Mayor of Birmingham 
and one of the pioneers of ths freat 
work of bringing together employers 
and tmployctfc 

Heirs of Long Tradition. 

The Cecil family Is one of the most 
remarkable In our Parliamentary his¬ 
tory. One of them w.ia a statesman 
of Kllsabeth. Onu was Lord Salis¬ 
bury. the great Foreign Mlmster and 
Premier In the reign of Victoria. At 
the present moment there are. umong 
the Cecils, Lord Salisbury In the , 
Upper House; Lord Robert Cedi, late 
Minlater of Blockade; Lord Hugh 
Cecil, one of the most fascinating fig¬ 
ures in the Commons; Lord Wolmer, 
a Unionist M. P.; Lord Wolmer's 
father. Lord Selborne. up in the 
Gilded Chamber, and perhaps greatest 
of ail, Mr. Balfour, cousin of the 
Cecils, once Prime Minister, and re¬ 
cently a great figure at the Peace 
Conference and. in his own words, "a 
House of Commons man." Lord Wol¬ 
mer had two grandfathers who may 
be called great grandfathers. One , 
was Lord Salisbury, Prime Minister 
of England, the other Lord Selborne. 
Lord Chancellor of England. Lord 
Wolmer’s mother was a Cecil. 

Sir William Harcourt. one of Queen 
Victoria's Ministers, and a Plan- 
tagenet. had two sons in the 
Commons. One. the resplendent Lulu, 
has become Lord Harcourt; Lulu’s 
half-brother. Mr. Robert Harcourt. 
who has been an M. P.. is a grandson 
of Motley, the famous historian. 

Rqceed of the Harmewerthe. 

Few family associations have been 
so remarkable in our Parliamentary 
history as the Harmawortb family. 
Mr. Alfred Harmsworth is Viscount 
Korthcllffe in the House of Lords. 
Him brother. Mr. Harold Harmsworth. 
is Lord Kothermerc. also in the Up¬ 
per House. Another brother. Mr. 
Cecil Harmsworth. Is a Minister of the 
Crown, and yet another brother, Sir 
Leicester Harmsworth. Bart., is one 
of the best-known Liberal M. P.'s. 
ThWL of four. brothers, lwu ara in 
the Houae of Lords, and two are in 
the House pf Commons, and of the 
latter one is on the Treasury Bench, 
making statements for the Govern¬ 
ment. 

A father and son association that 
flourished in the Liberal House of 
recent time, but who are there no 
longer, are Russell Read and his son 
Waiter Read. - 

Turning to the other great Party, 
two Unionist brothers have distin¬ 
guished themselves, and are both 
in the House now. These are Mr. 
Godfrey Locker-Isimpson. formerly of 
the Home Ofllce. and Mr. Oliver Lock¬ 
er-Lem pson happily restored to the 
House frtim the terrible dangers of 
his commend of armored cars in the 
remotest wilds of Russia. 

Lord Landsdowne has had a son. 
Lord Kerry, in the Commons, and 
there still remains in that House Mr. 
William Archer Redmond, son of the 
late John Redmond and nephew of 
the late Willie Redmond, both of 
whom were M. P.’s for many years. 

Neither Mr. Asquith nor Mr. Lloyd 
George has a son in the House, al¬ 
though the brilliant career of Mr. 
Asquith's son who was killed In the 
war was In many ways strikingly 
parallel with that of his distinguished 
father. Now and then one see s an 
M. P, of outstanding ability showing 
some boyish-faced young man about 
the House of Commons, explaining 
d e bates, pointing out personalities, or 
giving introductions to leading fig¬ 
ures of the place, and it would not 
be surprising if many more sons In 
the future were fired with the political 
ambitions which brought their 
fathers to eminence.

Fleet under such auspices during hi* 
visit, snd referred scathingly to the 
Ignominious end of the Germany 
navy. Those German ahlps were well 
built, with trained personnel, but had 
they been British nr American ships, 
defending a righteous cause, they 
would have come forth fighting and 
gone to the bottom In tattle rather 
than Nurrender so Inglorloualy to an 
enemy. 

But the truth Is." he continued, 
"that no matter how efficient a peo¬ 
ple may show themselves to be in 
some things and how well trained 
their fighting men may be. when, like 
the Germans, they are fighting for an 
unrighteous cause, something is 
bound to break In their manhood." 

The first sign of the coming col¬ 
lapse of Germany, the Becretary 
went on, was the undermining of the 
enemy s morale.

Wonders af Ship. 

The New Mexico was explored 
from stem to stem and the wonder¬ 
ful ingenuity of her mechanism and 
structural Improvements explained. 
The method of electric propulsion 
and her powerful armament was 
briefly explained in yesterday's Issue. 
Adequately to describe the wonders 
to he seen aboard the New Mexico 
nnd the Arkansas would lake col¬ 
umns of newspaper space. 

There are tiers and tiers of decks 
that would take a week thoroughly 
to explore. From thp Admiral’s 
quarters nft to the sick-bay forward 
the visitor Is piloted through a verit¬ 
able mnxe of corridors, electrically 
manipulated contrivances, glistening 
guns and contented sailors 

Pulsant Might. 

One Is distinctly Impressed with 
the pulsant might harnessed within 
the bowels of the mighty ship. Elec¬ 
tricity is everywhere. It creates 
electric thrills. 

By the aid of electric current the 
mounter guns cap be flred If necessary, 
by one man. 

At almost every turn Is to be found 
yawning discs. These are the loud 
speaking phones by which means 
orders from the control platform can 
be distinctly heard in any {tart of 
the ship. 

Uf« at sea these days would ap¬ 
pear to be a continuous , round of 
pleasure for the men who man the j 
| American warships.

BY ELECTRICITY 

Each of the twelve giant 14-Inch 
guns mounted on the super-dread¬ 
nought New,Mexico has a me¬ 
chanical energy equal to sixty 
thousand muskets, so that the 
mechanical energy of the main 
hattery of the ship Is equal to 720.- 
<MH» muskets. The main battery 
consists of four revolving turrets, 
each turrent mounting three 14- 
Inch guns which may he fired sim¬ 
ultaneously. and all twelve either 
to port, or starboard, or six may 
be flred ahead or astern. 

All the guns comprising the 
giant's armament are operated and 
fired by electricity.

M. 8haw. wife of the general fore¬ 
man at Point Hope, the ncwly-chrls- 
MMd Qoehcr got away to a good 
start, and was clear of the ways In 
seconds. 

Edw. B. Jenkins, assistant Pacific 
coast manager and directing head of 
the local operations, who was in 
charge of the launching ceremony, 
presented the sponsor with a golden 
souvenir of the occaalon. the gift 
of the French Government and the 
Foundation Company 

A large number of guests were 
present on the launching platform 
and the Foundation Band was in at¬ 
tendance. 

With the launching of the Quebec 
the construction yards of tha Foun 
daUon Company have dfspoiled oT 
seventeen ships on the present eon- 
tnct. But three others remain to 
be sent afloat. 

From keel-laying’to launching the 
Quebec was built In the record time 
of 47H working days. .Even better 
time will be recorded, it Is expected, 
on the remaining ships. 

It Is proposed to launch Hull 244 
from the Point Kllice yard Heptem- 
ber 22. She will be christened the! 
Alberta. 


Light Cruiser Birmingham

When the Pacific fleet of the Ignited 1 
States navy waa entering the Btroits 
yesterday morning, ahrouded in a 
bank of fog, the feat light cruiser 
Birmingham passed through the fleet 
formation and narrowly missed col¬ 
liding with one of the big ships of 
the battle squadron. 

Details of the close shave In the 
fog were related by officers of the 
New Mexico following the arrival of 
the fleet from Ban Francisco. 

Dirty weather was experienced 
shorty after the fleet cleared from 
the Golden Gate and dense fog aet 
In an the Hne of shtfm wns heading 
for the entrance to the Btraits of Juan 
de Fuca. 

Left Day Ahead. 

The New Mexico and the Arkansas, 
convoyed by a fleet of small craft led 
by the destroyer t’hauncey, left Pan 
Francisco a day ahead of the main 
fleet. The two battleships slowed 
down off the mouth of the Columbia 
River for th* Arkansas to take aboard 
Secretary of the NaVy Hon. Josephus 
itonlel*. and by the time the Ptraits 
were reached, had been overhauled 
by the rest of the fleet.

MUST STAMP OUT 
TUBERCULOSIS EVIL 

Dr. H. E. Young Speaks of 
Public Health at 
Vancouver 


“We have demonstrated that we 
can stamp out malaria, typhoid fever 
and smallpox, and why not tuber¬ 
culosis r asked Dr. H. K. Young of 
Victoria, head of the provincial board 
of health, during tha course of an ad-1 
dress given at' tha twelfth annual 
meeting of the directors of the Anti- 1 
Tuberculosis Society of British Co-1 
lumbla, held Tuesday evening at the 
new Rotary Clinic. 

"We can control tuberculosis," con¬ 
tinued the speaker, "but it will take 
concentrated effort to stamp It out. 
We must never forget that It Is fatal 
to become specialists In the narrow 
sense of the word. We must not for¬ 
get that tuberculosis Is an economic 
condition and that In order to rid the 
community of It everything that tends 
to improve the n^llc health must be 
given earnest aTTcntldn. from the 
eradication of dust In the factories to 
improving the milk supply of the 
city." 

Public Health Nurse. 

Dr. Young declared that ‘the 
amount of elcknees In the community 
rested with the community," and that 
"physical defects had small begin- j 
nings, and could be easily remedied < 
it taken In time." He also painted a 
vivid picture of the Utopia to be built | 
up In the future by thb public health I 
nurse, who, he said, "would carry the 
gospel of health into the homes of 
the people." 

Future Hospitals. 

"We hear a great deal about state 
medicine,” he added, “and we are told 1 
of a glorified civil service, where doc¬ 
tors will work for salaries even as 
laymen. This in my view will never 
come. It will always be left to people 
to chooee their own medical men. but 
state medicine will mean that hoa-j 
pltal facilities will be Improved, that 
there will be fewer but better hos¬ 
pitals. that all hospitals will be 
scientific and up to date, that nuraes 
will be trained in public health work 
as well as in bedside work. A hos- 
pltal then will not be the place to 
go In case of dire illness, but it will 
be visited by one snd all two or three 
times a year for expert advice on, 
general health matters." 

Ths Lesson of Wer. 

Dr. Young pointed out that at pres¬ 
ent "public health does not worry the 
busy healthy inan until some member | 
of hit family Is stricken down" and 
insisted that "this state of affair* 
should not exist after the lessons] 
taught by the physical condition of 
many of the men who enlisted at the] 
outbreak of wer. 

"When the cell came It was found 
ihat thirty per cent of the men from 
thek age of twenty to thirty had to 
be VaJeuAcd for. physical defects and 
that twenty per cent had to be put 
under an Intensive course of train¬ 
ing to remedy defects.” 

"It has taken the world-wide war 
to drive home to the people the feet 
that we must set our house in order " 

. oncluded Dr. Young, "and this Is the 
psychological moment to begin.
